WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP).— 
The House Military Committee 
voted today to pare down the lib- 
eral allowances for dependent chil- 
dren of enlisted service men which 
the Senate approved late yesterday 
in refusing to halt the draft of pre- 
war fathers. 

Writing a new formula for such 
payments, the committee approved 
increases of $13 monthly over the 
present scale to the first dependent 
child, a $10 boost for the second 
child, and an increase of $5 for 
all additional children. 

The committee left unchanged 
the present monthly payment of 
$50 to a wife but extended the 
scope of the present law to permit 
dependents of all seven grades of 
enlisted men to obtain payments. 

The figures recommended by t 
committee for House HES Rest | 
week were $50 for a wife, $75 for 
a wife and one child, $95 for a 
wife and two children, $110 for a 
wife and three children, and an 
extra $15 for any additional chil- 
dren under 18, 

The Senate’s Proposal. 

The Senate, taking the initiative 
in seeking to ease the financial 
burdens of soldiers’ families, ap- 
proved monthly allotments of $50 
for a wife, plus $30 for the first 
child and $20 for each additional 
child. 

Existing law provides $50 for 
the wife, $62 for a wife and one 
child, and $10 extra for each ad- 
ditiona)] child. 

The House Committee also made 
eligible for aid dependent hus- 
bands of women in the service, 
provided they prove actual de- 


pendency, 


It authorized enlisted men of the 


three higher groups not now cov- 


ered by the law to take advantage 
of the proposed new act or to 
waive their rights and _ retain 
present allowances for subsistence 
and quarters, In some cases, 
these allowances are higher than 
those provided for in the commit- 
tee bill; in others they are lower. 
Cost Put at 650 Million. 

Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, estimated the bill would 
add 650 million dollars yearly to 
the cost of the allotment and al- 
lowance law, which during the 
last 15 months cost the Govern- 
ment an estimated $1,200,000,000, 
exclusive of contributions from 
service men, 

The committee made no changes 
in the current deductions from 
service men’s checks, leaving the 
anfount at $22 mopthly for men 
with primary dependents, such as 
wives and children.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 7. 
Political organization opposition to 
two proposals introduced into the 
constitutional convention today is 
virtually certain. One by Stratford 
Lee Morton of St. Louis is for a 
unicameral Legislature, and the 
other by Alroy S. Phillips of St. 
Louis is for legislative redistricting 
under thg present two-house Leg- 
islature. 

Neither of thé major political 
parties favors the unicameral Leg- 
islature, and the State leaders of 
the Republican party are opposed 
to redistricting although the pres- 
ent Democratic gerrymander of 
Senatorial districts has operated 

against the Republicans so strong- 
ly that only once in more than 40 
years have they controlled § the 
Senate. 


Changed political conditions and 
shifts in population have made the 
present districts, less favorable to 
the Democrats than they once 
were, but so far there has been no 
indication as to the position Demo- 
cratic leaders will take on a re 
districting preposal. 

Morton’s Plan. 

Morton did not follow the uni- 
cameral plan proposed by the Cru- 
saders, an organization, which at- 
tempted to submit a unicameral 
amendment at the last election, but 
with some changes took the plan 
proposed in the National Munici- 

League's ‘model Constitution.” 

He, however, did not include pro- 
portional representation in his 
proposal, but, instead, provided for 
the selection of members on non- 


political ballots. 


The Republicans’ opposition to 


‘redistricting {s based solely on the 


partisan adwantage they expect to 


‘have in the next Legislature. The 


party leaders are confident they 
will contro) both the Senate and 

House after the 1944 election. [If 
they do, they will be in a position 
to attempt a Republican gerry- 
mander as obnoxious as has been 
that of the Democrats. 

Expect Majority in Senate. 

The Republicans now have half 
the seats in the Senate, and they 
believe they will increase that 
holding to a majority in the 1944 
election. They contro] the present 
House and expect to control the 
next one, 

As the Constitutional Convention 
is to all purposes evenly divided 
politically, any districting plan 
adopted by it necessarily would 
have to be fair and the result of 
political compromises which would 
give neither party an unfair advan- 


tage. 

The Phillips proposal retains the 
two-house Legislature with 34 Sen- 
ators, as at present. It retains ‘the 
same formula by which the size of 
the present House is determined, 
giving jo each county at least one 
Representative, thus permitting 
the rural portion of the State rep- 
resentation far in excess of its 
proper proportion on the basis of 
population. 

The number of Representatives 
would automatically change as the 
population increased, the proposal 
taking away from the Legislature 
the power to determine the number 
of members of the House. When, 
under the formula established to 
determine the number of Repre-

He told his press conference that 
5428 American soldiers have been 
wounded in the campaign on the 
Italian mainland, and 2,368 are 
missing.

“that this is somewhat greater than 
the total casualties suffered by the

A British spokesman at Allied 
headquarters in Algiers announced 
Sept. 30 that British divisions of 
the Fifth Army suffered 65211 
casualties, killed, wounded and

The War Department at that 
time announced that American 
casualties at Salerno up to Sept.

Blue uniforms of the Fighting 
French were seen in the streets 
of St. Louis yesterday, as a con- 
tingent of less than a company of 
soldiers spent the day here en 
route to a United States Army air- 
field in the Soathwest for training 
as mechanics in the French Army 
Air Corps. 
Throughout the Gay, the young 
men, who arrived in the United 
States from North Africa a few 
days ago, wandered through St. 
Louis, astonished by the downtown 
buildings and factories, and espe- 
cially by the constant flow of 
motor traffic. In Algiers, motor 
cars have been parked for some 
time, Capt. Georges*Delobbe, their 
commanding officer, pointed out, 
because of the absence of gasoline. 
“It was amazing to see so many 
cars going in all directions,” he 
declared. 


The men arrived in St. Louis at 
3:30 a. m. from an East Coast sea- 
port. This stqpover constituted 
their first actual opportunity to 
see life as it is lived in the United 
States. 


Most of Them Veterans. 
Everywhere downtown people 
looked at the swarthy, eager vis- 
itors and asked many questions 
as to their identity. At Union 
Station, where they assembled for 
luncheon, groups of youngsters 
wagered among themselves as to 
who the strangers were. Crowds 
stopped to watch them as they 
gave St. Louis the “once over” 
and as they purchased souvenir 
postcards and mementos of the 
city. 

Most of the men, although they 
looked young enough to be re- 
cruits, are veterans of the Battle 
of France and of the fighting in 
Tunisia, Capt. Delobbe related. 
Originally, they lived in that part 
of France occupied by the Nazis 
after the fall of Paris in 1940, 

_ With many other French sol- 
diers, they escaped through unoc- 
cupied France to Spain, and from 
there to North Africa, where they 
formed part of the army under 
Gen. Henri Honore Giraud. They 
are the first group of ground and 
flying mechanics to be sent to the 
United States for further training. 
Other French groups have al- 
ready been transferred here for 


training of some kind. At Scott 
Field, there is a contingent learn- 
ing aviation radio. Three of the 
men from Scott Field appeared at 
Union Station to greet these com- 
rades whom they had not seen for 
several months. 
Food Plentiful. 

Employing a mixture of French, 
German, Spanish and English, a 
Post-Dispatch reporter and pho 
tographer learned that the men 
had been eating more food in one 
day since landing on American 
soi] than they received during an 
entire week in North Africa. 

“Algiers is overflowing with peo- 
ple,” Capt. Delobbe said. ‘“Former- 
ly a city of about 200,000, it now 
has more than three times that 
number. If you want to eat a meal 
in a restaurant, you must make a 
reservation two days before.” 

Conditions in France and in 
North Africa are most difficult, 
the captain said. For example, the 
blue uniforms which attracted so 
much attention here yesterday 
must be shipped back to Algiers, 
where there are not enough uni- 
forms to distribute among the 
forces. When the men reach their 
American destination, they will 
don the regulation olive drab of 
the United States Army, embel- 
lished by proper insignia to indi- 
cate their identity as French sol- 
diers. Their own uniforms will be 
returned to North Africa. 

Hopeful but Not Specific. 

Capt. Delobbe was not at liberty 
to teil how long the men would 
remain in the United States, nor 
could he say where they would go 
upon completion of-training. “I 
hope it will be to France,” he said 
grimly. 

Before luncheon, the men posed 
for the photographer and enter- 
tained a small group of onlookers 
at the station with some of their 
French songs. They dined heartily, 
like men to whom food meant 
something, in the soldiers’ dining 


‘room and then dispersed through- 


out the city for an afternoon of 
leisure before a quick supper and 
early evening departure. 

The group comprised part of a 
unit of double the number who 
will train as ground and flying 
mechanics within the next few 
months, The other half ‘left St. 
Louis. before dawn yesterday.

ONE KILLED, 3 HURT 
IN TRAIN DERAILMENT 


All Are Members of Crew of 
St. Louis-Bound New York 
Central Flyer. 


An engineer was killed and three 
members of the train crew were 
injured at noon today when a fast 
express and baggage train of the 
New York Central System, bound 
for St. Louis, was derailed about 
four miles west of Edwardsville, 
in Madison County. 

The engineer was identified by 
railroad officials as Clifford Allen, 
56 years old of Mattoon, M. an 
engineer for New York Central for 
84 years. The fireman, Ralph 
Kepley, also of Mattoon, was seri- 
ously burned about the legs, and 
was taken to St. Joseph Hospital 
at Alton. The other two train- 
men injured, were not in serious 
condition. : 

Nine of the train’s 11 cars were 
derailed, as were the locomotive 
and tender. Railroad officials 
said they had not learned the 
cause of the accident, which oc- 
curred at a sharp turn in the 
track, 

A crew of section hands was 
at work there, but officials said 
they were smoothing gravel in 
the roadbed, and were not at work 
on the rails or cross ties. 


POLICE BOARD REPORTS CITY 
FREE OF CRIME, VICE GANGS

Court’s Requirements. 

The Court left open to the A. P. 
the adoption “of substitutes which 
will restrict admission” provided 
“that members jn the same ‘field’ 
(morning, evening or Sunday in 
the same city) as the applicant 
shall not have power to impose, or 
dispense with, any conditions upon’ 
his admission, and that the by- 
laws shall declare affirmatively 
that the effect of admission upon 
the ability of an applicant to com- 
pete with members in the same 
‘field’ shali not be taken into con- 
sideration in passing upon his ap- 
plication.” . 

The Court also held that the 
purchase of Wide World Photos 
from the New York Times by the 
Associated Press did not violate 
the antitrust laws as charged by 
the Government. 

Provided the by-laws are changed 
as directed, the Court also said the 
exclusive news exchange contract 
between the Associated Press and 
the Canadian Press would not be 
in violation of law. 

It also was the opinion of the 
Court, composed of Judges Learned 
Hand, Augustus N. Hand and 
Thomas W. Swan, that if the by- 
laws were changed as directed, the 
exclusivity of local news of spon- 
taneous origin which members now 
furnish the A, P. as an obligation 
of membership, would be within 
the law. 

Dissent by Judge Swan. 

Judge Swan, in a dissenting opin- 
ion, held that the motion for sum- 
mary judgment—decision by the 
court without trial—should be de- 
nied, and he declared: 

“Clearly the provisions of A. P.’s 
by-laws as to admission of mem- 
bers have had no tendency to cre- 
ate a monopoly in news gathering 
—witness the growth of United 
Press, International News Service 
and other news gathering agencies. 
Nor is there proof that they (the 
by-laws) have stifled competition 
between member newspapers and 
other newspaper owners or pros- 
pective publishers.” 

Asking, “Is it permissible to treat 
membership in A. P. as a purely 
proprietary privilege?” the ma- 
jority opinion said, “It is not a 
monopoly in the sense that mem- 
bership is necessary to build up, or 
support, even a great newspaper. 
Such papers have been founded 
and have thriven without it; they 
have abandoned it after they have 
used it.” : 

At another point the opinion 
said: ... “it is impossible to treat 
two news services as interchange- 
able, and to deprive a paper of the 
benefit of any service of the first 
rating is to deprive the reading 
public of means .of information 
which it should have,. .” 

Comment by Federal Counsel.

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Marine Who Aided Maj. Marsalek 
Tells How He Was Fatally Wounded 


Sergeant Was Taking Him to Hospital When 
Bomb Stopped Jeep—Gave His Rescuer 


Message for Family.

FUNAFUTI, Ellice Islands, Sept. 
14 (via air mail)—Another account 
of the Japanese air raid here last 
April in which Maj. Charles W. 


Marsalek, in civilian life a mem-. 
ber of the Post-Dispatch news 
staff, was mortally wounded, was 
given to this correspondent by Ma- 
rine Sgt. Fonnie B. Ladd of Haz- 
ard, Ky, 

It was, Ladd recalled, a moon- 
light night, when Japanese bomb- 
ere, flying at about 21,000 feet, 
came over Funafuti in a retalia- 
tory thrust for one of our raids 
on Nauru dsland. 

“When J] heard those motors 
overhead, I knew immediatdly 
they were Japs,” Ladd said. “My 
ear is musical and caught the high 
and low tones of the desynchro- 
nized Jap motors, 

“First I got 30 Army pilots who 
were milling around looking for 
shelter and herded them into a 
dugout. Among them was the 
General in command. I had just 
got them inside when there was a 
direct hit by a bomb and two sol- 
diers were killed. All those Army 
pilots missed by seconds being hit. 

“The Jap bombers were up about 
21,000 feet. There is only one 
building on each of these cen- 
tral Pacific islands which sticks 
up prominently and that’s the 
church. Everybody orients every- 
thing by the church roof—the Japs 
as well as ourselves. So when I 
saw about 45 natives in lavalavas 
running for the church, I knew 
trouble was coming because the 
Japs were certainly using the 
church roof as their aiming point 
from that very great altitude. 
Maj. Marsalek Ran to Save Files. 

“T ran toward the church to cut 
them off and passed Maj. Marsa- 
lek, He was running with an Army 
Major and another intelligence of- 
ficer to rescue intelligence files 
from a hut. 

“T ran into the church and began 
addressing the natives. I yelled 
‘Vaca leli marsary bomb.’ ‘Vaca’ 
means canoe; ‘leli,’ flying; ‘mar- 
sary’ bad of Japanese and ‘bomb’ 
is bomb. 

“Then I grabbed up a baby in 
order to show them what I meant 
and ran through the doors. They 
followed me. I attribute the fact 
that so many escaped simply to 
the width of the doors. Within 
seconds only a handful were left in 
the church. There was a direct 


hit, which completely blew out the 


inside of the church and blew off 
the roof. I could see nothing but 
a cloud of cordite rising from the 
coral in the moonlight. 

Pulled Wounded Into Jeep. 

“Then I found Maj. Marsalek 
with a wounded arm and another 
officer whose leg was hurt. He 
was a huge man, at least six feet 
three. 

“I got a jeep, pulled the Major 
into the back and draped the other 
officer over the hood, because I 
could not lift him inafde. 

“I got the jeep going toward the 
hospital when another bomb hit a 
hundred feet ahead on the road, 
blew out all the glass and the front 
and stopped the engine as well as 
bursting all the tires. 

“The Japs began to make an- 
other run. A medical aid got the 
big officer off the front of the 
car and I took Maj- Marsalek on 
my back and carried him under 
the floor of one of our elevated 
‘fales’ or native bungalows. The 
whole road was blocked by debris 
and it was impossible to continue.” 

Ladd ministered as well as he 
could to Maj. Marsalek, who was 
a Catholic and asked him to pray. 
Ladd, a Presbyterian, had sung in 
Catholic services professionally 
so he prayed aloud as they lay 
amid the debris. 

“Marsalek said that if he did not 
survive he hoped I would tell his 
family how much he adored them,” 
Ladd said. “That was his own 
word—‘adore’, Once when he 
finally yielded and allowed me to 
carry his weight he said, ‘I guess 
its the best thing to do because I 
want to live for my. family.” 

Ladd carried Marsalek to an 
underground hospital, where 
eventually ‘Marsalek’s arm was 
amputated. 

Two more waves of Japanese 
bombers went over. Ladd unhesi- 
tatingly climbed on top of a burn- 
ing bungalow and was dousing 
water with buckets handed up to 
him when several hundred pounds 
of bombs blew up in a burning 
American bomber nearby, nearly 
blowing him from the flaming 
roof, 


Maj. Marsalek’s widow, who 
lives at 416 North Woodlawn ave- 
nue, Kirkwood, said today he was 
not, so far as his family knew, a 
member of any church. He had 
taken instructions in the Catholic 
faith some years ago when his 
Post-Dispatch assignment was

MACHINISTS UNION 
OF 620,000 MEN 
RETURNS 10 AFL 


Largest Unit in Federa- 
tion—T otal Is 6,564,141 
—Lewis Issue May Be 
Sidestepped. 


BOSTON, Oct. 7 (AP).—The 
American Federation of Labor to- 
day welcomed back the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists as 
the largest of its affiliated unions, 

A packed convention hall cheered

OPA to Fight Bootleg Naphtha’s Use 


In Midwest as Gasoline Substitute 


Widely Sold in 7 States, Including Missouri— 


‘Filling Station Operators Don’t Collect 
Ration Stamps. | 


By EDWARD A. HARRIS

WASHINGTON, Oct, 7.—The Of- 
fice of Price Administration is 
planning vigorous action to cope 
with the most dire threat to its 
gasoline rationing program to date 


—existence in midwest states of a 


vast bootleg traffic in the sale of 
naphtha gasoline to motorists with- 
out collection of gasoline coupons, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

In addition to being called “naph- 
tha”, the poor-grade gasoline, 
which is being widely sold in at 
least seven states, including Mis- 
souri, has come to be known vari- 
ously as “paint thinner,” “white 
gasoline,” and “stove and lamp 
gasoline.” Usually the filling sta- 
tion operator who handles such 
“paint thinner” mixes it with a 
good grade of gasoline so that the 
automobile will run. 

Oklahoma the Worst. 

OPA officials frankly admitted 
that the situation in the seven 
states is becoming increasingly 
critical when a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter asked them to comment on 
evidence of wide disregard for the 
gasoline rationing regulations in 
several states. They said that 
Oklahoma was the “worst” of the 
states involved adding that virtual- 
ly all of the gasoline sold by opera- 
tors without collecting coupons, in 
violation of the law, is naphtha. 

The other states are Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Indiana and 
Texas. Bootlegging of naphtha has 
also spread to a more limited de- 
gree, to eight neighboring states, 
including Minnesota, Kansas, North 
and South Dakota. 

Charles F. Phillips, director of 
the automotive supply rationing 
division of the OPA, in response 
to questions, said the key to the 
trouble is that filling station oper- 
ators can purchase this naphtha 
gasoline from refineries without 
providing coupons, since the naph- 
tha is, or was, produced primarily 
for essential industrial uses. As 
rationing of high-grade gasoline 
becomes tighter and tighter, Phil- 
lips pointed out, it becomes more 
and more profitable for refineries 
to “crack” the naphtha by-product 
from petroleum, in order to sell it 
to gasoline operators, 

klahoma Sales Cited. 

To illustrate the sudden growth 
of this bootleg automobile fuel, 
Phillips cited statistics for Okla- 
homa alone showing that last July 
40,000 barrels of gasoline of all 
kinds were consumed daily, but 
coupon flowback to the OPA for 
such sales were slightly more than 
30,000 a day, leaving a margin of 
10,000 barrels a day for which no 
coupons were collected. Virtually 
all of this bootleg sale was in 
naphtha, officials said. 

At 10,000 barrels a day, the sales 
in naphtha for Oklahoma in July 
would have run around 310,000 
barrels, for which very few ration 
coupons were collected, if any. 
Figures were not available for the 
estimated sale of the bootleg fuel

in the other six states chiefly in- 
volved, It was said, however, that 
the problem did not become acute 
until June, when sales of naphtha, 
as indicated by state sales tax re- 
turns, took a sudden and tremen- 
dous jump. 

The sale of naphtha so far has 
been generally limited to the oil- 
producing states or neighboring 
ones, since it would be too expen- 
sive to transport the bootleg fuel 
to other states, for sale to motor- 


ists. 
The candid disclosure by OPA 
officials of the situation was given 


to the Post-Dispatch after officials 
were told of reliable reports that 
filling station operators in Okla- 
homa often refused to accept 
ration coupons offered by motor- 
ists, saying: “We oil men are run- 
ning this state—not the OPA.” 
Officials said there is no law 
against the sale of naphtha for 
automobile fuel, although it is not 
“particularly good” for the motor. 
The bootlegging arises in the sale 
without collecting coupons.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Robert 
E. Hannegan, whose nomination 
by President Roosevelt as United 
States Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue was unanimously con- 
firmed late yesterday by the Sen- 
ate, will take over his new duties 
here Saturday, when he will be 
sworn into office. 


The confirmation was routine. 
The legislative clerk of the Senate 
read the nomination, the presiding 
officer said, “without objectiori, the 
nomination is confirmed.” Sen. 
Bennett C. Clark of Missouri then 
asked unanimous consent, which 
was granted, that the President 
be immediately notified. This was 
done so that Hannegan could take 
office at once. Under usual pro- 
cedure such confirmations are al- 
lowed to lay over several days be- 
fore the President is notified, 

Hannegan issued the following 
statement following the confirma- 
tion: “I am honored to have Secre- 


genthau Jr. recommend me and 
the President appoint me to a po 
sition of such high honor, trust 
and responsibility, and I shall en- 
deavor to justify their confidence 
in me by performing the duties 
of Commissioner to the very best 
of my ability.” 

Guy T. Helvering, the outgoing 
commissioner, who has been named 
a Federal Judge in Kansas, will 
leave Saturday, and Treasury offi- 
cials were anxious that there be 
no interruption in the direction of 
the Commissioner’s office. After 
being sworn in Saturday, Hanne- 
gan will leave for St. Louls, where 
he will remain a week before re- 
turning to the Capital. 

Hannegan, 40 years old, will re- 
ceive $10,000 a year in his new 
post. -As Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue for the Eastern District of 
Missouri his pay has been $6500 
annually. 

A new name being mentioned 
here prominently as a possible suc- 
cessor to Hannegan as Collector in 
St. Louis is that of former Con- 
gremman John B. Sullivan, who 
was’ defeated for re-election by 
Louis E. Miller (Rep.) of St. Louis.

Molten iron slag, deposited years 
ago on the bottom of the Missis- 
sippi River at the foot of Iron 
street by a smelter that formerly 
occupied the site, has impeded 
construction of the Coast Guard’s 
$80,000 concrete wharf, Comdr. 
Beckwith Jordan, acting District 
Coast Guard Officer, announced 
today. 

He explained that excavations 
for piers, which ordinarily could 
be dug in five days, have required 
many weeks because of the iron 
lining on the river floor. However, 
this had been taken into account 
before the project started, and the 
construction is on schedule. The 
wharf is expected to be completed 
within 60 days, 

The wharf will be equipped with 
a 15-ton derrick, as well as tele- 
phone, electric, and water supply 
facilities, and storage tanks for 
gasoline and fuel oil. It will be 
used for loading supplies shipped 
by boat to other Coast Guard 
depots in this area, and for haulk 
ing out small craft for repair. 

The wharf is built of reinforced 
concrete, and when completed, will 
extend 66 feet into the river, It is 
40 feet wide and 52 feet high. 
Equipped with upper and lower 
docks, it may be used in extremely 
high or low river stages.

4—Require draft boards to pro- 
vide for pre-induction physical ex- 
aminations for fathers whose in- 
duction appears imminent, if they 
demand them. The examinations, 
to be made at induction centers, 
would be used to certify a father’s 
physical condition and would be 
binding on the boards,

Speech Written for House 

‘ Says Leaders Sought to 

Get Him on ‘Record, 
Not to Put Him on Spot.

The Missouri State Republliean 
Committee today made public the 
text of a speech which Congress- 
man Louis E’ Miller of St. Louis 


lintends to make on the floor of 


the Heuse of Representatives. to 
present his views of the contro- 
versy between Wendell Willkie and 
Missouri Republicans who sup- 
ported him for the presidency 
three years ago. 

Miller declares there was no 
scheme by Missouri Republicans to 


put Willkie “on the spot” through 
the questionnaire addressed to him 


séveral weeks ago, but asserts that 
he and other Missouri Republicans 
are suspicious of the company of 
advisers which Willkie has kept 
on international affairs. 
Assails “Neo-Liberals.” 

Miller had intended to deliver his 
speech today, but will be unable to 
do so until Monday. The text re- 
fers to some Willkie supporters as 
“neo-liberals”’ whom Miller de- 
scribes as false patriots desiring “a 
totalitarian state like Russian 
Communism.” 


Miller, who as a member of the 


1940 convention delegation worked 
for Willkie’s nomination, said there 
has been much misunderstanding 
of the questionnaire sent to Will- 
kie by State party leaders, demand- 
ing that he make clear his posi- 
tion on nine postwar questions, 


He denied charges that the ques- 
tionnaire was “loaded,” or was of 
the “have- you - stopped - beating - 
your-wife” variety. Those who 
signed the letter to the 1940 Presi- 
dential nominee, including himself, 
Miller said, had a real desire to 
get Willkie on the record before a 
decision could be reached as to 
supporting him next year. 


“Delighted” at Willkie Decision. 


Willkie’s ultimate decision to 
speak publicly on the subjects cov- 
ered in the questionnaire, in St. 
Louis Oct. 15, “delighted” Miller, 
who said he and others had been 
— * confused by Wilikie’s inde- 
cision, 


“Presumably such views as Mr. 
Willkie has on our postwar rela- 
tionships with other nations are 
contained in his book, ‘One World,’ 
which is both a pleasing travel 
record and a very inspiring moral 
philosophy,” Miller said. 

“However, I am unable to find 
in this book one specjfic recom- 
mendation as to how its philosophy 
can be implemented. Stassen and 
Hoover, on the other hand, have 
advanced specific proposals. Dewey 
has pronounced himself in favor 
of an alliance with Britain. 

“I would conclude from my own 
rereading of ‘One World’ that Mr. 
Willkie favors the retention of na- 
tional sovereignties, because of 


independent nations.’ I might also 
conclude that he favors a world 
state by his frequent references 
to a ‘United Nations’ and a sen- 
tence such as ‘The United Nations 
must become a common council.’ 
Meaning of “United.” 

“Mr. Speaker, a resort to the 
dictionary tells us that the word 
‘united’ means joined together to 
form a whole—incorporated into 
one.’ ‘Common council’ is defined 
as ‘a legislative body.’ Is it a cor- 
rect interpretation to assume that 
Mr. Willkie’s postwar United Na- 
tions means the nations of the 
world ‘incorporated into one’ with 
a common ‘legislative body.’? Or— 
if that is not the proper interpre- 
tation of Mr. Willkie’s meaning, 
fare not the Missouri members of 
his party doing both Mr. Willkie 
and the country at large a service 
by enabling him to amplify and 
more clearly define his meaning? 

“Mr. Willkie, I note, also makes 
frequent references in ‘One World’ 
to a ‘new society’ that will arise. 


|The established meaning of ‘so- 


ciety’ is ‘a collected body of per- 
sons composing a community or 
the aggregate of such as subjects 
of a civil government.’ Is. it. cor- 
rect, or is it not, for one to assume 
that such a ‘new society’ contem- 
plates that the world’s people are 
to be an ‘aggregate of subjects of 
one civil government’? 

“It is not my idea, and I know 
it was not the idea of the other 
signers of the letter, to read unin- 
tended meanings into Mr. Willkie’s 
utterances. Perhaps the diction- 
ary meanings are the ones Mr. 
Willkie also means. Perhaps not. 
If they are, no one will contest his 
right to hold such opinions—but 
the fact that they are his opinions 
should then be on public record so 
that the members of his party may 
support or oppose him according 
to their own beliefs on the ques- 
tion of a world state.” 

Miller said he did not intend 
to impute to Willkie the philoso- 
phy of his associates, but he was 
reminded of the truism that, “if 
you Jive with a lame person you 
will soon learn to limp.” 

A Founder of Freedom House. 

He recalled that Willkie was a 
founder and is now a director of 
Freedom House, and said many 
directors of Freedom House are 
active supporters’ of Clarence 
Streit’s Federal Union scheme un- 
der which, Miller said, the United 
States would occupy in a supra- 
national world state the same mi- 
nority position that Missouri now 
occupies in the United States. 

“I would like to say,” Miller said 
in concluding, “that these ques- 
tions were not asked any other 
potential candidate for the nom- 
ination because of three reasons:

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BIOFF TELLS HOW 
CHICAGO THEATERS 
WERE ‘PRESSURED 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP).-—Wil- 
liam Bioff, former representative 
of George E. Browne, one-time 
president of a movie and theater 
workers union, testified today that 
after the union called a strike in 
400 Paramount theaters in the Chi- 
cago area in December, 1935, Para- 
mount bowed to the union demand 
for jurisdiction over 6000 West 
Coast studio workers. 

Testifying as a Government wit- 


ness in United States District 
Court against eight men charged 
with extorting more than a million 


industry and labor in’ violation of 
the Federal antiracketeering act, 
Bioff said that he and Harry Hol- 
man, union vice-president, “were 
waiting for some excuse to start a 
war with one of the studios’ when 
they went to the eWst Coast, where 
the union had only about 200 mem- 
bers. 

“We weren’t getting anywhere on 
the .West Coast and decided to 
pressure the Paramount theaters 
in Chicago,” he testified. “After 
many meetings with the Balabans 
(Paramount's Chicago representa- 
tives) I began to threaten them 
that we’d close their circuit....A 
strike was called in the 400 Chi- 
cago area theaters. All of a sud- 
den the theaters went dark.” 

A few days later, he said, Para- 
mount executives promised to “do 
everything to help us on the Coast 
and give us jurisdiction over Para- 
mount West Coast studios.” 

Earlier Bioff testified that Chi- 
cago theater operators were forced 
to pay $100,000 as an alternative to 
placing two operators in projec- 
tion booths instead of one, 

After the election of Browne as 
president of the International Al- 
liance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployes (AFL), Bioff said, he met 
Jack Miller, labor contact man for 


the Balaban and Katz theater op- 
erating firm. 
“I told Miller that our aim was 


{to put two men back in the the- 


ater booths,” Bioff replied. ‘“Mil- 
ler’s answer was “Theey must be 
kidding.” . . . I said, ‘You'll have 
two men or else, If that is going 
to kill grandma, grandma is going 
to die.’” 

Miller told him the plan would 
cost $500,000, Bioff testified, add- 
ing “we made a deal.”

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RULING ON RIGHT

VOTE IS DEFERRED 


Taken in Advisement Aft- 
er Arguments as to 


Whether Felony Was 


Committed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 7.— 
The question of whether an in- 
dividual who has been convicted 
of a felony in Federal Court or in 
the courts of other states, is en- 
titled to vote in Missouri, was 
taken under advisement today by 
the Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc, after hearing arguments in 
a test case involving Clarence L. 
(Gully) Owen, former racing news 
distributor in St, Louis. 

The case was before the court 
for review of a ruling by Circuit 
Judge Eugene J. Sartorious of St. 
Louis, holding Owen was a legally 
qualified voter despite his plea of 


guilty to a charge of a Federal 
income tax evasion , a felony, in 
United States District Court in 
St. Louis, 


The St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners, which had can- 
celed Owen's voting registration 
because of the ‘plea to the felony 
charge, brought the case to the 
Supreme Court for review. 


All six.judges present showed in- 
terest in the case by asking ques- 
tions, particularly during argu- 
ments by George L. Stemmuler, 
first associate city counselor of 
St. Louis, who presented the elec- 


tion board contention that Owen |' 


was disqualified as a voter by his 
conviction of a Federal felony. 
Judge Ernest S. Gantt, the sev- 
enth judge, was absent. 


The Owen case does not involve 
the question of disqualification of 
an individual corvicted of a felony 
in State courts in Missouri, as 
such disqualification was conced- 
ed, under present law. 

It turns upon interpretation of 
Section 2 of Article Eight of the 
Constitution, providing that “per- 
sons convicted of felony, may be 
excluded by law from the right 
of voting,” and validity of Section 
12,264 of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, applicable only to St. 
Louis, barring persons convicted of 
felonies from voting, subject to 
penalties. 

Stemmiler declared Owen was 
barred from voting rights, under 
the Constitution and Section 12,- 
206, Revised: Statutes, denying the 
right of suffrage of persons con- 
victed of felonies or offenses con- 
nected with voting, unless par- 
doned., 

Stemmler said voting was not a 
right but a privilege, which could 
be limited, denied or qualified by 
the people. He said the privilege 
of voting could be denied not only 
for conviction of a felony under 
Missouri law, but for such convic- 
tions in the courts of the United 
States or other states. 

Stemmler said the city’s inter- 
est in the case “transcends the 
issue as it relates merel, to Clar- 
ence L. Owens.” 

“Perhaps it can be said that it 
cannot be a matter of great im- 
portance whether this particular 
individual is allowed to vote or 
not,” he added, “but it is a mat- 
ter of vital importance to relators 
(the election board), and to the 
people of St. Louis and the State 
whether the right to suffrage shall 
be extended to persons who have 
been convicted of a felony in the 
courts of the United States, or in 
the courts of other states, while 
at the same time that right is de- 
nied to persons who have been con- 
victed of a felony in the courts of 
our own State.” 


Bryan Purteet, counsel for Owen, 
declared the term felony had been 
construed in Missouri to mean an 
offense for which a person had 
been convicted in the courts of 
Missouri and sentenced to the State 
Penitentiary. 

He pointed out that Owen, who 
paid a $2000 ine after his plea of 
guilty to Federal income tax eva- 
sion, had not been convicted in a 
State court. And that tax evasion 
was a disden.eanor under Missouri 
law. There was no provisicn in 
the State Constitution and law, 
Purteet said, for disqualification, 
from voting of an individual con- 
victed in courts of the United 
States or ™her states. 

Section 12,264, barring from vot- 
ing persons convicted of felonies, 
was asserted by Purteet to be un- 
constitutional, because it applied 
only to St. Louis and was a local 
or special law.

Hope for Moderation. 

Some Brazilians in Rio de

Situation Along Coast. 

The latest information, made 
available to me by the commander 
of this Partisan brigade headquar- 
ters, shows that along the Dal- 
matian coast that Der Teufel 
and Prinz Eugene divisions, backed 
up by unchallenged air power and 
Ustachi reserves have regained 
every large harbor and city, but 
the Nazi control over the hinter- 
land is weak at best, even along 
the vital rail lines, and many small 
towns remain completely partisan. 

The Italian ports of Trieste and 
Fiume now are firmly in German 
hands. There never was any doubt 
about the Nazis’ stranglehold on 
the important port of Dubrovnik. 
Dubrovnik: was too near Mostar, 
base of the Prinz Eugen Division, 
for the Partisans to attack openly. 

The Germans are frantically try- 
tng to keep the railway to Bel- 
grade open against repeated guer- 
rilla raids and are rigidly guard- 
ing the coast highway from Du- 
brovnik to Boka Kotorska (Bay 
of Catarro), which potentially is 
one of the greatest naval anchor- 
ages in the world. 

Boka Kotorska woyld.be an ideal 
acquisition for thé Allied Navy, 
but blame for the fact that it is 
in enemy hands is placed by the 
Partisans on Gen. Draja Mihailo- 
vic’s cautious Chetniks wh». were 
responsible for defending it. 


Bitter Quarrel. 

A feud as bitter as any in the 
ferocious history of the Balkans 
burns between the Partisans and 
the Chetniks today. The Partisans 
allege they have documentary evi-, 
dence that Mihailovic was financed 
and armed by the Axis, while they 
themselves were fighting the Ger- 
mans, Italians and Ustachis with 
little more than bare hands. 

The Partisans assert i..at Mihail- 
ovic stands merely for the restora- 
tion of the Karageorge monarchy, 
Serbian hegemony over the south 
Slav people, and continuation of 
the Government which fled from 
the country to safety abroad. 

“We want no king. We want 
democracy,” Partisans told me. 

Despite this split in Yugoslav 
ranks, the Partisans by sheer dar- 
ing have won notable ter:porary 
victories and have withstood heavy 
reverses in a campaign of libera- 
tion from the Adriatic Coast to 
the Danube. 

Their commander in chief is a 
revered figure, Josip Broz, who is 
known as Drug Tito. (Pronounced 
Droog Teeto. Drug” in Serbo- 
Croat means “Comrade.” Tito is 
an uncommon name among the 
southern Slavs, although frequent- 
ly used in Italy.) 


Fighting for Ports. 

Of the recent operation. in the 
campaign, I was told that in Trieste, 
terminus of trans-European rail 
lines into the Danube basin, street 
disorders occurred Sept. 9 after 
the Italian armistice became 
known, but the Nazis never let the 
Partisans mgke a real fighting 
bid. 

Partisans recruited from Slove- 
nians of the countryside exercise 
authority over most of the Italian 
peninsula province of Giulia, be- 
tween Trieste and Fiume. The 
Germans, however, are in the 
coastal towns of Parenzo and 
Rovigno, and may be expected to 
take back more of Giulia if they 
are seriously harassed. 

Fiume was a brilliant triumph 
for the Partisans. Disarming the 
large Italian garrison, the Parti- 
sans outfitted hundrecs of new 
volunteers with Fascist-made rifles 
and machine-guns. 

The Germans, i.alian 1 ascists 
and Croatian Ustachi (Elite hero 
guard of Dictator Anton Pavolich) 
counterattacked. Bitter street 
fighting developed. 


Partisans Retreat. , 


The Partisans were compelled 
to retreat from both Fiume and 
nearby Susak, but all evidence in- 
dicates that they fought bravely. 
Like the Russians, these Yugo- 
siavs know how to die. 

Zara, the Italian town on the 
Yugoslav mainland 80 miles from 
the Italian frontier at Fiume, 
changed hands on Sept. 9, but 
only from Italian to German. The 
Zara air field is one of two Ger- 
man air force bases from which 
the Nazis maintain air supremacy 
over Dalamatia. 

Between Zara and Fiume along 
the base of the bald, gray moun- 
tains, virtually all of a series of 
fishing villages pay allegiance to 
the Partisans, 

South of Zara the main towns 
of Sibenik, Split, Metkovic and 
Dubrovnik now have German gar- 
risons, but a 4l-mile stretch of 
coastline, bounded by Omis and 
Optizen, ‘is almost completely Par- 
tisan,

Ustachis Aid Nazis. 

A column from the Prinz Eugen 
division which had been concen- 
trated on the. highland plateau 
around the weather-beaten minar- 
ets on the one-time Turkish strong- 
hold of Mostar was ordered to 
move on Split, 

Like the Thirty-fifth German di- 
vision, which took the name “Der 
Teufel” (The Devil), the Prinz 
Eugen division includes Ustachi 
replacements for losses suffered 
in the tough Montenegrin cam- 
paign last spring and summer. 

As the enemy neared Split, 
Ustachi sympathizers, about 700 
strong, suddenly turned on the 
Partisan garrison with Italian 
weapons which the Partisans them- 
selves had distributed. 

After hard skirmishing all the 
Partisan troops withdrew into the 
country and patrols were estab- 
lished radiating from temporary 
headquarters in the vicinity of Klis, 
four miles inland from Split. These 
Patrols are now harassing German 
lines of communication which de- 
pend chiefly on a 180-mile railway 
north to Fiume. 

On the coast 30 miles south of 
Split the Germans are maintaining 
troops in the seaside town of 
Makarska, but the entire moun- 
tainous hinterland is ruled by Par- 
tisans and their high officers have 
a field command post in an al- 
most-inaccessible canyon there. 
The post is in wireless communica- 
tion with Broz’s army headquarters 
in the heart of Bosnia. 


Partisans Gain Isles. 

The long chain of islands near 
the mainland extending from Cher- 
so and Krk near Fiume to Mijet 
near Dubrovnik is almost all in 
Partisan hands, and the Germans 
may be expected to make strenu- 
ous efforts to re-occupy some of 
them. This island chain represents 
the most important territorial 
gain by the Partisans since the 
Italian armistice. 

Deeper in Yugoslavia, the Ger- 
mans have about five divisions. In 
Zagreb alone, about 4000 Germans, 
including service and supply 
troops, crowd the schoolroom bar- 
racks. 

“The Germans do not have a big 
army in our country,” brigade of- 
ficers told me. “When the Allies 
come to help us, the Germans will 
be struck by four winds from all 
sides. Then all Yugoslavia will be 
free in two weeks, That is the 
truth.” 

Since the collapse of Italy, the 
Yugoslav Partisan Army has 
grown by tens of thousands, but 
lacks equipment. As the Germans 
well know, the Partisans are fight- 
ing without a single tank or plane. 
Rifle and machine-gun companies 
are led by veterans who for 29 
months have excelled in what they 
call “war in the woods.” 

Two Partisan Groups. 

The followers of Broz are di- 
vided into two groups. One is 
the Narodna Oslobodilacka Vois- 
kas—National Liberation Army. The 
other is the Partizanski Odredi 
Jugoslavije—Yugoslav Partisan de-

flew with the troops and studied 
the entire operation. ‘I asked Gen. 
Kenney how long the jumping op- 
eration took. He replied: 

“A couple of minutes after the 
first chute blossomed above Kunai 
plain behind Lae the last man had 
jumped from the last transport. I 
held my breath as those boys 
jumped. Some of the transports 
were only a few hundred feet 
above the ground. It looked as 
though men were striking the 
ground before their chutes opened, 
but the operation was a complete 
success.” : 

Marshall Soldier’s Story. 

PFC. Emmett M. Walker of 
R. F. D. 1, Marshall, Mo., a mem- 
ber of the first paratroop com- 
pany to contact the enemy before 
their withdrawal from the Lae 
area, said: 

“Although the jump was danger- 
ously low, we grounded without 
trouble and reached the assembly 
point after pushing through tall 
grass. We spent 10 days at the 
assembly point. During that time 
we made two scouting patrols into 
the jungle between us and Lae, 24 
miles away. 

“The first patrol consisted of 13 
men, We. didn’t contact the en- 
emy, but found gun emplacements 
along the trail. 

“The second patrol, made up of 
30 men and six natives, was led 
by two Australians. We pushed 
farther into the jungle this time 
and ran into what was supposed 
to be an ambush, but, thanks to 
our native guides, we discovered 
the ambushers first. The Japs 
were uphill from our position, sit- 
ting around a gun emplacement 
talking when we discovered them. 

“We opened fire. They jumped 
for their foxholes like a bunch of 
rabbits. They had about 14 men 
against our 32, but they had. a 
machine gun covering the trail, 
and they opened up on us in short 
order. 

Japs’ Dinner Cooking. 

“We ducked for cover, firing our 
tommy guns. In a short time the 
Japs cleared out, leaving several 
casualties. We moved cautiously 
forward into their camp and found 
their dinner of turnips and pork 
cooking over a fire. They had 
plenty of rice and canned stuff, 
but despite the fact there had 
been no previous action here, 
necessitating their remaining in 
their foxholes for long periods, the 
place stank to high heaven. They 
had foxholes all along the trail.

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Germany and 
Coming Winter 


By BARNET NOVER 


ITH the coming of the 

autumn rains which have 

transformed the roads of 
White Russia and the Ukraine 
into seas of mud, the Red Army’s 
great offensive has slowed down 
almost to a halt. 


Over most of its great length the 
Eastern Front is being stabilized. 
ut the Germans are not likely to 
find much comfort in that fact. 
For the fifth winter of war looms 
ahead and, as they no doubt 
realize, ft is going to be by all odds 
the worst for them since the strug- 
gle began. 

In the winter of 1939-40 after 
the successful Polish campaign, 
the German Army had no fighting 
to do. It was able to rest, recuper- 
ate and prepare for its next round 
of aggression. Germany herself 
went unmolested, 

The same was largely true dur- 
ing the winter of 1940-41. Germany 
was then gorged with the loot of 
Denmark, Norway, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and France. The Ger- 
man Army enjoyed another vaca- 
tion. Only the Luftwaffe was busy 
—with London, Plymouth, Coven- 
try, and other — cities as its 
victims. 

There was some ‘bombing of Ger- 
man cities by the R. A. F. during 
that winter. But it was on a very 
minor scale, few and far between 
and relatively little damage done. 

Then came the winter of 1941- 
42, the first winter the German 
Army spent in Russia, the winter 
in which, for the first time during 
the present conflict, the Germans 
got some idea of the price they 
would ultimately have to pay for 
Hitler. 

In the winter of 1941-42, how- 
ever, the Germans did manage to 
retain springboards from which 
they coluld launch a new offensive 
in Russia the following summer. 

But that did not prove true last 
winter, when after the German 
Sixth Army was destroyed at Stal- 
ingrad, the Russians seized the 
initiative from the enemy ant 
launched an offensive which drove 
the Germans out of the Caucasus 
and the Don Valley. The same 
winter saw the Axis driven out of 
Egypt and xanye. 


Russians Hold yer eer eer 


HERE is every reason to be- 

lieve that when winter comes 
the Red Army will resume its in- 
terrupted offensive. It is the Rus- 
sians who now hold the spring- 
boards. It is they rather than the 
Germans who are today in posses- 
sion of the great north-south rail- 
ways which will enable them, as 
it previously enabled the enemy, 
rapidly to concentrate forces at 
Lany particular point. 

But Russia is only one, if still 
the major, front that the Germans 
have to worry about. They are 
threatened all along that great arc 
extending from the northern tip of

barges, patrol boats and gunboats.

While dark of the moon mantled 
them, the Japanese had a chance 
to escape. Now they are caught 
not only geographically, between 
the Allied-held islands of Arundel 
and Vella Lavella, but between the 
sunlight’s exposure and the piti- 
lessly revealing moonlight. 

Although able to retaliate, by 
day, only with sneak bomber raids 
against our most advanced bridge- 
head at Vella Lavella because of 
the vigilance of the American 
fighter umbrella, the Japanese can 
make night raids by American de- 
stroyers dangerous, with frequent 
bombings under the eye of that 
same moon which reveals their 
barge traffic. 


Submarines Active. 

Japanese submarines are also ac- 
tive “in the slot,” though Japanese 
admirals hold their own destroyers 
prudently in the rear. American 
destroyers, hunting barges, are far 
more exposed than were PT boats 
doing the same job in New Guinea 
and the Solomons. 

To learn what a barge-hunt is 
like, I accompanied an American 
destroyer force out to raid a barge 
route. The night before a similar 
force had destroyed between 20 
and 40 Japanese barges. 

Aboard the superlatively armed 
“tin can,” it was possible to see 
how these Island garrisons, cal- 
lously abandoned in the Japanese 
retreat, are being shaved gradu- 
ally into nothingness. 

As the misty sunset faded be- 
hind Kolombangara, the voice of 
Lt. Comdr. A. J. Hill of Los An- 
geles, gave orders through the 
loudspeaker system: “All hands to 
general quarters. Man your bat- 
tle stations.” 

Men, already helmeted and waist- 
jacketed, could be seen in the tur- 
rets, working their gunwheels. I 
tied on my rescue-jacket. 

Lookouts studded the bridge, 
where Comdr. Alvin Duke Chan- 
dler of Williamsburg, Va., was giv- 
ing the helmsman his orders. The

Says Four Freedoms Are Interdependent. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


ENRY WARE ALLEN’S enthu- 

siastic approval of the criticism of 
the Four Freedoms by Fulton Lewis Jr. 
requires further comment. 

In asserting that there is incongruity 
between the first two and the last two 
of the Atlantic Charter's Four Freedoms 
because freedom of worship and free- 
dom of speech would “ ... say to the 
Government, ‘Hands off'” and freedom 
from fear and freedom from want would 
say, “Hands on,” neither Mr, Allen nor 
Mr. Lewis contributes anything to clarify 
of thought on an important subject of 
the day. 

Granting for the moment the correct- 
ness of the premise, there are dozens 
of situations in which Government con- 
structively assumes both “hands - off” 
and “hands on” positions. One example 
must here suffice. When Government 
erects buildings, hires teachers and pro- 
vides funds for the establishment and 
maintenance of the public schools, it 
puts “hands on.” When, at the same 
time, it insists that these schools remain 
free of the influence of any and all 
sectarian interests it says, “hands off.” 
The two positions are entirely consistent, 
of the very stuff of accepted democratic 
tradition and in harmony with another 
charter, our national Constitution. 

However, it is an error to suppose 
that any of the Four Freedoms have 
ever been, or ever will be, established 
as a result of merely negative or “hands 
off” policies, nationally or internationaly, 
They will all be realized to an ever- 
widening extent only as governments 
positively apply enlightened and progres- 
sive policies. In the final view, then, 
this means “hands‘on” in the case of all 
Four Freedoms. 

Freedom of speech and worship and 
freedom from fear and want have, 
indeed, been immemorially interdepend- 
ent, ta some extent. Without a certain 
minimum of the two latter there can 
be no knowledge of, or interest in, the 
two former. Without a large minimum 
of the two former, and a lot of positive 
“hands on” labor in behalf of the two 
latter, there will never be for the vast 
majority of us more than a meager 
minimum of confidence and plenty.

DWARD MARSH'S letter, with quo- 

tations _ from various sources, seeks 
to prove that Mr. Stalin is still Commu- 
nist, anti-Christian, anti-democratic and 
very, very wicked. That may be true of 
Stalin personally, but it does not exactly 
seem to fit the Russians generally. 

Mr. Stalin’s gestures toward freedom 
of religion and democracy may be only 
a sop for the Allies, but we should re- 
member that the Russians’ past experi- 
ences in being exploited by church and 
state are enough to make them sus- 
picious. 

There is one thing we shouldn’t do, 
and that is accuse them of expediency. 
It is too easy to cite many examples by 
other powers, both Christian and non- 
Christian, which deal in expediency, and 
hide their motives with unconvincing 
verbalism. 

As to the morality of Communism (us- 
ing morality in its broad sense), it is 
selfish and is based upon what serves 
Communism best, but that is true also 
of a capitalistic economy. From the 
standpoint of an impersonal morality, 
black or white is simply a matter of per- 
sonal opinion. 

Russia has come a long way since 
1917, materially at least, and the impor- 
tant thing is to evaluate the sincerity of 
its toleration of religious freedom, its 
progress from dictatorship to self-gov- 
ernment and its desire to co-operate with 
other nations. But let us not make the 
error of thinking that all obligations are 
one-sided. G. 


A Criticism of Allied Strategy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is hoped that Mr. Roosevelt and 

Mr, Churchill will not make such an- 
other boggle with their announced “un- 
conditional surrender” program for the 
Axis powers as they made in the case of 
Italy’s surrender. Italy’s absolute sur- 
render, it seems, was to follow a six-day 
armistice period. However, during those 
six days of armistice granted Italy by 
the United Nations supreme command, 
Hitler availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity and took full possession of Italy.

Where is John L. Lewis headed? The question is 
pertinent to the AFL, now in convention at Boston, 
considering his application for readmittance of his 
UMW, and it will take on added pertinence as time 
rolls round to the crucial presidential election year 
of 1944, , 

Where has Lewis been headed? 

In 1935, he was headed out of the AFL. ‘He was 
headed for democratizing the labor movement by 
making it available to ordinary workers. His ver- 
tical unionism, organizing workers by industries, 
from the bottom up, would take in everyone, no 
matter how lowly. He had broken with the AFL 
and its horizontal unionism, which took in workers 
only at the levels of skilled trades, and which he 
called “obsolete,” 

Lewis had proclaimed a principle and testified 
that he would stand by it. The prinéiple was union- 
ism for all—for the poor, for the unskilled, for the 
\ negligible commoners whom the aristocratic AFL, 
sizing up the workingman by his ability to pay dues, 
passed by with a haughty sniff. These millions of 
workers remained unorganized “simply because,” he 
said, “of the selfishness of the leaders and members 
of the craft unions.” He declared that in the fight 
he proposed to wage “it is unfortunate that the first 
redoubt to be taken is the American Federation of 
Labor, but so be it.” | 

On the day eight years ago when CIO was formed, 
“a little group of men resolved,” in Lewis’ words, 
“that they would go forward.” “Some of them,” he 
told the CIO convention in 1940, “did so, and they 
have kept the faith. while others have fallen by the 
wayside.” He said contemptuously that David 
Dubinsky, head of the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, “swore by every God that ever sat 
on high that he would never waver in the cause. 
Where is Dubinsky today? He has crept back into 
the American Federation of Labor. He abandoned 
his fellows and he abandoned what he claimed was 
his principle.” Lewis asserted that “if I know the 
temper of the membership of the United Mine 
Workers, they do not propose now or in the future 
to return to the American Federation of Labor to 
be led by a man who betrayed them.” 

How well has Lewis lived up to what he claimed 
was his principle? In 1940 he bet the presidency 
of the CIO that he could. deliver the CIO vote to 
Willkie, and he lost. In 1943 he staked his UMW, 
and his equity in the labor movement, on a wild 
gamble to break the power of the President of the 
United States and of the War Labor Board, and he 
did not exactly win. At present he asks, as he 
affirmed he -would neyer stoop to do, for readmit- 
tance to the AFL, which he is conspiring to dom- 
inate, 

Lewis stands accused, out of his own mouth, of 
selfishness, of broken faith. His own words de- 
scribe him as having abandoned his fellows and 
what he claimed was his principle. He proposes that 
the UMW “return to the American Federation of 
Labor to be led by a man who betrayed them.” 

Where is Lewis headed? His record suggests that 
it will depend a good deal on where the fields are 
greenest. When Lewis enunciates a principle, it is 
always very fine, but it ain’t necessarily so; it is 
certainly no guide to where he is likely to be found 
at a given time in the future. 

Where is Lewis headed? In so sympathetic a 
sketch of the man as.John Chamberlain writes in 
the current Fortune magazine, the conclusion reached 
is no more and no less cynica) than the record Lewis 
has chosen to give as a guide to his likely future 
behavior: 

When the immediate gain is alluring, his 
seasoned judgment can become clouded. Looking 
beyond the day of peace, would Lewis throw in 
with a man on horseback if democracy were 


floundering in extremis? It would take a bold 
prophet to say that he would not. 
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BACKFIRE OF A LOADED QUESTIONNAIRE. 

The terrific blast that is still reverberating over 
the hills and valleys and city streets of autumnal 
Missouri is not an echo of battles abroad, or a mis- 
hap at the TNT plant, or yet Mount Taum Sauk in 
belated eruption. It is the backfire of the State 
Republican leadership's scheme to put Wendel¥ 
Willkie on the spot, and its devastating concussion 
is likely to sweep over the nation, with a rolling 
obbligato of Homeric laughter. 

Instead of trapping the 1940 nominee with their 

loaded questionnaire, the G. O. P. chiefs now find 
themselves the victims of the attempted trick. The 
plan for liquidating the party deficit by a $50 box- 
seat levy at the Oct. 15 meeting has drawn a sting- 
ing, and merited, rebuke from Willkie.

» $tate committee members have added their indig- 
nant voices to the volume of the backfire. “We 
resent your action,” one message to National Com- 
mitteeman Mattingly says; “you have shamed the 
party... .” Another reads: “I vigorously protest 
the unfair attempt... .” . 

While the scheming party leaders and the long- 
suffering State Republican organization are trying 
to pick up the pieces after their heavy artillery 
backfired, the intended target has grown in stature 
by his independent, dignified handling of what might 
have been a. most awkward situation. The Stop 
Willkie movement has got off ta a magnificent fizzle.

The dragging, drawn-out criminal case in which 
four ousted officers of the AFL Hodcarriers’ Local 
Union 42 were charged with stealing $151,000 of 
union funds provides one more horrible example of 
the urgent need for two important reforms in Mis- 
souri law, 

This case had been going on nearly two years 
simply because the four top officers, indicted jointly 
in November, 1941, were able to obtain separate 
trials under the Missouri statute, making severances 
mandatory on request of the defendants, which one 
Legislature after another has refused to change. 

Then this week, when it seemed ready for a wind- 
up at last {n the trial of the fourth defendant, a 
juror was taken ill and a mistrial declared. Now 
there will have to be a second trial of this defendant, 
Paul Hulahan, because Missouri law does not pro- 
vide for alternates on tria] juries. Many other states 
‘have such provisions, and Missouri law provides for 
| alternates on grand juries. 

After the indictment, the four defendants merely 
had their lawyers ask the Court for separate trials 
‘and the Court, under our statutory law, had to grant 
the request, Earl Jenkins, former business agent, 
' went on trial several months later, in February, 1942, 
| and was acquitted after an 11-day hearing. 

Then Orville Golden, former secretary-treasurer, 
went before another jury in May, 1942, and was con- 


victed Edward J. Hill, former president, after a 
nine-day trial last October. 

All this has been burdensome and expensive to the 
State. Were there a law giving the trial court dis- 
cretion to grant severances, this whole case might 
have been finished at the time of the first trial, sev- 
eral months after the indictment. But it goes on 
and on. And so does the need for reform of Mis- 
souri’s antiquated criminal code. 
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THE CHURCH MILITANT. 

Again and again, since the rise of Nazism, the 
churches of the Western world have been challenged, 
and therefore strengthened, by its mystic, pagan re- 
pudiation of individual rights and the dignity of, 
man, Religious persecution in Germany itself has 
been met repeatedly with defiant refusals to yield 
to pressure. The Norwegian clergy, as a body, re- 
belled and put greater heart into resistance through- 
out the country. Everywhere conscientious leaders 
of all faiths have turned their thoughts toward a 
world order, founded on social justice, that might 
free men’s minds from fear and their lives from want 
as religions have usually sought to free men's souls. 

“IT hold that Christians are responsible,” wrote 
William Temple, Archbishop of Canterbury, two 
years ago, “for endeavoring to apply the principles 
of their faith to.the actual problems of life, regard- 
ing them not as a source of direct instructions, but 
as an indication of the goal to be aimed at and as 
a standard of judgment to which policy must be 
referred.” 

It was on such a principle that the Malvern Con- 
ference of January, 1941, took its stand for drastic 
postwar social and economic reform in Great Britain. 
A conference in this country the following year 
adopted a modified program similar to the Malvern 
declarations, 

Now, in New York, more than a hundred Prot- 
estant, Catholic and Jewish leaders have jointly 
declared a seven-point pattern for peace and inter- 
national social progress. They have asserted the 
rights of individuals, of racial and colonial minort- 
ties and of the oppressed, and called for a “just social 
order” governed by the moral law of God and imple- 
mented by international institutions to maintain 
peace, promote economic co-operation among na- 
tions, and to end economic exploitation and monopo- 
listic practices by privileged groups. 

In Cleveland, at the same time, delegates to the 
triennial convention of the Episcopal church ap- 
proved a strong recommendation, drawn up by Bishop 
Scarlett of St. Louis, for a “central council of the 
United Nations as dn organ for co-operative action in 
prosecuting the war and organizing the peace.” It 
further advocates “international collaboration in 
dealing with those common world problems which are 
capable of no purely national or regional solution.” 

They are militant faiths that accept and act upon 
their responsibilities, that follow William Temple's 
blazing assumption of social and economic as well 
as religious leadership. In a war of ideas—a war 
that will not end with peace—they must practice as 
well as preach. Their moral force is a realistic 
weapon, strengthened by the use to which it was 
put at Malvern. The time has passed when religion 
can offer less than a working program for the bet- 
terment of the world, 
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A TIME FOR ACTION. 

Mayor Kaufmann, the Chamber of Commerce Air

N the background of all present discus- 

sion of international organization to pre- 

vent future wars lies the failure of the 
League of Nations as an international poli- 
tical force. The internationalists today will 
have to persuade public opinion that their 
projected organization will work better 
than the League and will learn from the 
mistakes of the League. 


Most commentators on the League of 
Nations lay its failure in only slight 
measure to the absence of the United States. 
More important as a cause of failure was 
the refusal to admit the Soviet Union and 
Germany as original members. With Russia 
out of the League picture, the League was 
without the co-operation of the largest 
nation of Europe. 

The creators of the League obviously ex- 
pected the Soviet Government to collapse. 
It was not so much that they guessed 
wrong as that they relied for their informa- 
tion on Russia upon persons who were 
poorly informed or prejudiced. 


With Germany out of the League, the 
League inevitably took on the aspect of an 
organization primarily of war victors bent 
on maintaining their war gains. After all, 
the League covenant was made part of the 
treaty of peace with Germany. 


French Quest for Security. 


The strongest military power in. Europe 
had little faith in the League as a basis 
of security. At the peace conference, 
France had agreed to give up the west 
bank of the Rhine in return for a tempo- 
rary military alliance with the United 
States and Great Britain against future ag- 
gréssion by Germany. When the United 
States Senate would not even consider 
ratifying this alliance, France began to 


build her own system of security outside

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A NEW PLEDGE TO THE PHILIPPINES. 

The Philippines are fully in Japanese hands (all 
except the limited areas controlled by guerrillas 
recently reported still fighting in the hills), so Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's request to Congress for authority 
to proclaim the islands’ legal independence “ag soon 
as feasible’ means, at the moment, a mere paper 
formality. 

It would be a formality readily understandable to 
the islands’ people, however, The Japs, too, have 
promised them independence, but any Filipino, even 
the few quislings among them, can quickly see the 
difference between the invaders’ phony grant of lib- 
erty and the meaning, based on past history, of a 
promise by the United States. 

The gallant fight put up by Filipino troops against 
the Japs, contrasting sharply with the lackadaisical 
behavior of natives in other areas of conquest, shows 
how American fair dealing paid dividends in high 
morale. Renewal and broadening of our independ- 
ence pledge can mean nothing concrete until the 
islands are freed, buf it will revive the hopes and 
spirits of the island people now living under Jap 
tyranny.

The League in its first years was success- 
ful in settling some international disputes, 
unsuccessful in others. The record shows 
that the League succeeded when the dis- 
putants had faith in the League, failed 
when the disputants were prepared to defy 
it. 


Record on Disputes in °20s. 


In 1921, the League settled a dispute be- 
tween Finland and Sweden over possession 
of the Aaland Islands tn the Baltic. In 
1922, the League settled the boundary dis- 
pute between Germany and Poland in 
Upper Silesia. In 1922, the League was simi- 
larly successful in a boundary dispute be- 
tween Austraia and Hungary; in 1923, in 
one between Hungary and Czechoslovakia; 
in 1924, in one between Poland and Czecho.- 
slovakia in the Teschen area. In the same 
year, the League settled a sharp dispute 
between Hungary and Rumania on claims 
of expropriated Magyar land-owners. 


But the League did nothing in 1920 
when Polish irregulars occupied the Vilna 
territory of Lithuania. The Polish Govern- 
ment disavowed the seizure, but refused to 
drive out the invaders, and the League ulti- 
mately allowed Poland, ally of France, to 
keep the seized territory. In 1923, Lithuania 
in retaliation seized the port of Memel; the 
League thereupon awarded it to Lithuania. 


In 1920, the League did nothing when 
Poland invaded Russia. When Poland in 
turn was invaded by the Russians, the 
League allowed France alone to come to 
Poland’s aid. “In 1921, the League turned 
a deaf ear when Finland asked for help 
against Russia in behalf of the Finnish 
population of Karelia, which Russia had

Stories About Russians at War 
Show a High, Simple Heroism 


“The Night of the Summer Solstice and Other Stories 
ef the Russian War,’’ Selected by Mark Van Deren, 
(Heary Hott & Co., New York.) 

Ms VAN DOREN says that these 

stories were received from Russia with 

a letter that told nothing about them. The 

names of the seven authors are but names 

to him, and the name of the translator is 
unknown, The 20 stories selected by Mr. 

Van Doren are all of a very high quality. 
All tell of men and women and children 

under the impact of the war on the Russian 

front. They are written with a subtlety and 

a delicacy of taste, a restraint and artistic 

detachment crossed with an intensity of 

feeling, that combine into the tenuous charm 
of many of the stories. 

To speak of stories that deal with the 
butchery and the bludgeoning impact of to- 
tal war as having “tenuous charm” seems 
a paradox; yet that quality is most notice 
able in all. Never does the author of even 
the most shocking of the stories seem to 
say: “I'll make you feel this, or else.” It 
is this confidence in appreciation that both 
puzzled and charmed me. 

J s 

My puzziement made me ask such ques 
tions ag these: For whom were these stories 
written? Were they meant to be read by 
the average, ordinary Russian? If so, is 
the ordinary Russian, unlike the ordinary 
American, capable of appreciating the deli- 
cacy of these stories? Were these stories 
written as morale-builders among the Rus- 
sians, or were they perhaps written for pub 
lication in England aad in America? 

If the last question has any basis—and 
it is a question I hate to ask—we in Amert- 
ca may feel flattered. The reason I could 
not avoid giving away to this shameful and 
cynical reaction is, I think, that I am con- 
scious of being unable to understand the 
effect of such a war on a people. 

The stories assume the acceptance of @ 
high and simple heroism in ordinary peo- 
ple, of the willingness and the ability te 
withstand, of, perhaps, an unconsciousness 
that what they are doing is heroism. Read- 
ing these stories, I asked myself if this is 
what war does to a people. If so, then war 
is the purifying flame. 


In all the stories are simplicity and un- 
dersatatement, and never does the author 
emphasize a hatred toward the enemy. One 
story, for example, deals with the love of a 
soldier for a horse, and the gratitude of his 
battalion when, at the cost of its life, that 
horse discovers a new type of mine. An- 


other story tells of the magnificent heroism 


of a young barber who longed after the 
war to train his subtle fingers to a musical 
instrument: yet, with his hands smashed to 
a pulp during a bombing, he forestalled 
panic among his fellow-sufferers. 

The most powerful of the stories tells tn 
the quietest manner of the return of a Red 
Army soldier who has broken through the 
investing circle of the Nazis around Lenin- 
grad to spend one night with his wife and 
If that wife and that son are 
representative of the Russian people, thes 
there is hope for mankind

Lord VanSittart, I thought, 
spoke of “we” as though “we” 
were Britain and America. But 
in the case of Germany, “we” cer- 
tainly includes Russia, and there 
are no indications that the Rus- 
sian policy is #.ord VanSittart’s, 
or Mr. Churchill’s and Mr. Roose- 
velt’s.

If this be true, the questions are: 
Must be accept a Russia plan? 
Must the Russians accept our 
plan? Or, is it possible to make 
another mutually satisfactory 
plan? : 

Upon the answers depends 
whether we shall have enduring 
world peace and it is, therefore, 
after victory, the leading question 
of our day. 
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Consider Own Interests. 

VERY victorious nation pri- 

marily considers its own inter- 

ests. That is true of Russia 
and the Anglo-American powers. 
But neither the two interests nor 
situations are necessarily identical. 
It is legitimate for us to fear that 
the Russians may desire to domi- 
nate Europe, It is equally legiti- 
mate for the Russians to fear that 
we may desire the same thing. 

The simple-minded way out 
would be a demarcation line be- 
tween Russian and Anglo-Amer- 
ican interests. The trouble with 
this is that such a demarcation in- 
volved Germany and, in the long 
run, that sphere of influence in- 
cluding Germany will be domi- 
nant. 

Germany remains, in peace and 
war, the problem child of Europe. 

Some hope to eliminate her by 
dismemberment and permanent 
disarmament, reducing her to a 
power vacuum. 

In my opinion this will not 
work. If Germany is dismembered 
her various parts will gravitate 
somewhere. One side or the other 
will eventually protect, her, and 
thus obtain predominant influence. 
If she is de-industrialized she will 
be economically dependent on one 
side or the other, Seventy million 
people will remain a potential 
power factor for someone. 

The “sphere of influence” treat-

Is this bleak prospect the best 
that can be imagined? 

It is, if we consider Europe as 
a security factor for either easter 
west.

Case of Italy. 
I F I am critical of our polities, 
it is because I do not think 
they are leading us in this direc- 
tion. The first European country 
whose government has surrendered 
to us is Italy, where the Fascist 
regime has collapsed. 

Do we consider it a country 
which shall have a policy of its 
own, or is it have a government 
of our choosing? ; 

Theoretically, we wish the for- 
mer. Actually, we back the King 
who is now repudiated by both 
the remnants of Fascist leader- 
ship and by all real anti-Fascists. 
The greatest spiritual figure in 
Italy is Benedetto Croce, Italy’s 
world-famous philosopher. The 
greatest political figure in exile 
is Count Carlo Sforza. Both are 
against the King, and for a moral- 
ly renascent, strong Italian repub- 
lic. Sforza anticipated the victo- 
rious Allies in renouncing all ter- 
ritories taken by the Fascists, and 
in offering the Dodecanese Islands 
to the Greeks as an act of remorse 
and self-limitation. 

But to deny any colonies to Italy 
unrolls the colonial empire ques- 
tion altogether, and that is more 
dangerous for the west, @specially 
to Britain, than for Russia. It is 
a policy which strengthens Rits- 
sian influence in Europe and weak- 
ens our own, and would tend to 
justify Russian power aspirations. 
We cannot demand that the At- 
lantic Charter should be kept by 
Russia alone, ‘

CHAIR IN SYMPHONY 


Lois Wann Only One of Her 
Sex to Hold That Post—

When Vladimir Golschmann asks 
for the “A” from the oboe to 
which the orchestra tunes, he will 
be the only conductor of a major 
American symphony orchestra this 
year to make the request from a 
woman. The first oboe chair of 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
during its sixty-fourth season will 
be occupied by a woman, Lois 
Wann, the only member of her 
sex to hold so important a musical 


st. 

The one thing Miss Wann likes, 
she told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
last night, is not to be particular- 
ized as a woman professional 
musician and, therefore, as an 
abnormality. Although she has en- 
joyed a prominent place in the 
musica] life of this country, as a 
soloist and chamber musician, she 
prefers to be known as a hard- 
working orchestral player whose 
job it is to help make.the ensem- 
ble sound well, 

Already, Miss Wann is desirous, 
of taking active part in the city’s 
musical life. Together with her 
husband, Aaron Bodenhorn, latest 
adjunct to the orchestra's cello 
section, she likes the city and 
plans to make St. Louis her home. 

The Bodenhorns met during the 
spring of 1939, as a result of their 
musical activities. Miss Wann, a 
graduate of the Juilliard Graduate 
School of Music, had already been 
recognized as an outstanding ex- 
ponent of the oboe. Bodenhorn, 
former member of the Cleveland 
Orchestra cello section, had been 
interested in old music. Two years 
ago they were married and this is 
the first time that they are hiring 
out together. 

Last year, Miss Wann held the 
first oboe chair with the Pitts- 
burgh Symphony Orchestra.

FPISCOPALIANS ADOPT 
POSTWAR PROPOSALS 


-National Convention Agrees 
to Plan of Board Headed 
by Bishop Scarlett. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 7 (AP).—A 
postwar program embodying inter- 
national collaboration, equality for 
all nations and races and economic 
betterment through co-operation of 
Government and private enterprise 
was approved late yesterday by 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

Clerical and lay delegates to the 
church’s triennial convention con- 
curred with the House of Bishops 


in approving the program, recom- 
mended by a joint commission on 
social reconstruction. Bishop 
William Scarlett of St. Louis was 
chairman of the commission. 

Supporting the postwar pro- 
gram, Dr. Clark G. Keubler of Chi- 
cago, a commission member, pre- 
dicted “violent social upheaval 
after the war, when people will 
look for leadership. If the church 
fails to provide such leadership, 
some other groups in our society 
will.” 

Opposition was voiced by James 
H. Diggs of Oklahoma, who de- 
clared the program “expressly pro- 
vides for a super state—meaning 
we undertake to enforce on the 
world our American system.” He 
also assailed the proposal because 
“it relegates Christ to a subordi- 
nate place in the world.” 

The deputies also approved, by a 
vote of 365 to 153, an action of the 
House of Bishops increasing the 
retirement age of the presiding 
bishop from 68 to 70, effective im- 
mediately. Approval was voted 
after a warm debate, during which 
B. R. Bias of Williamson, W. Va., 
proposed setting the effective date 
at Dec. 1, 1943. Bias’ amendment, 
later defeated, would have pre- 
vented the retention of the pres- 
ent presiding bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Henry St. George Tucker of Rich- 
mond, Va., who is 69, and who 
would not be eligible for the office 
after the convention unless the 
change were approved. 

The deputies also authorized 
that efforts should proceed toward 
eventual organic unity of the 
Episcopal and Presbyterian 
churches, approving without de- 
bate resolutions compromise ma- 
jority and minority reports of a 
unity commission. The resolutions, 
in addition to calling for. further 
negotiations, permit the presiding 
bishop to make such changes in 
the commission “as may seem ad- 
visable.”

Comdr. Peyton Harrison, a for- 
mer St. Louisan, who carried a 
grudge against the Japanese be- 
cause they broke up his golf game 
at Honolulu Dec. 7, 1941, has been 


commended for “courageous and 
meritorious conduct” during a bat- 
tle off Komandorski Islands in the 
Aleutians by Secretary of the Navy 
Frank Knox, friends here have 
been informed. 

As operations officer on the 
staff of the Officer of Tactical 
Command during the battle, 
Comdr. Harrison gave “timely and 
accurate information and made 
valuable suggestions that assisted 
in keeping the Japanese from 
landing sorely-needed supplies 
with a numerically superior task 
force,” the commendation stated. 

When Comdr. Harrison was here 
last Dec. 8 visiting his mother, 
Mrs. Cora Harrison, 220 -North 
Meramec avenue, Clayton, he told 
of the engagement and of seeing 
a Japanese battleship “disinte- 
grate” and thousands of tons of 
Japanese shipping go to the bot- 
tom. Comdr. Harrison, a graduate 
of the Naval Academy at Annapo- 
lis, was called to duty from the 
reserves shortly after the attack 
on Pearl Harbor.

CONTEST DEVELOPING

Supporters of Pohlman May 
Try to Block Re-election 
of Dr. Hofmeister. 


A move within the School Board 
to re-elect Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister 
as president at next Tuesday's 
meeting has gained considerable 
support but will be sharply con- 
tested by followers of J. Harry 
Pohlman, now vice-president.

If the board should again de- 
part from the custom of advancing 
its vice-president to the presidency 
and re-elect Dr. Hofmeister, his 
friends would look on that as a 
measure of compensation for what 
happened two years ago when Dr. 
Hofmeister, then vice-president, 
expected to be chosen president, 
but found himself voted out of of- 
fice when Max G. Baron was 
named president,

Dr. Leo Buerger Dies. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP), — Dr.

UNITED STATES FOUR- 
TEENTH AIR FORCE HEAD-

Arthur Benko, a _ rifle champion 
with a hobby of hunting, is 
one of the leading top aerial 
gunners of the United States Army 
Air Forces—if not the leading 
scorer—with 16 pianestohis credit. 

He boosted his total to that fig- 
ure Oct, 1 when from his gun post 
on a Liberator he bagged seven 
Zeros in a raid on Haiphong in 
Indo-China. 

Benko, who hails from Bisbee, 
Ariz., already had shot down nine 
enemy planes, four on a mission to 
Ichang last May, and five in a 
raid on Hankow, 

80 Zeros Downed. 

Alone he accounted for nearly 
one-quarter of the 30 Zeros 
knocked from the skies by the Lib- 
erators and their escorts in a 40- 
minute running battle during the 
Haiphong raid. Fifty tons of 
bombs were dropped in the attack, 
one of the heaviest of the Far 
Eastern war. An electric power 
plant, warehouses and docks were 

rted hit. 


Benko, from his top gun turret in 
The Goon, got busy. 

“They say the fight lasted more 
than half an hour but it seemed 
only a few minutes to me,” he 
drawled. “There were plenty of 
them in the air. I shot at 19 and 
seven of them won't fly any more. 
I never worked the turret so fast 
in my life. 

“I did most of my firing up- 


wards as they came down from 
above. One Zero blew up in all 
directions. While I was giving 
another a burst I had a jucky 
break. A third Zero made a pass 
and struck into my line of fire. 
Both went down. 

Sgts. Caspar Chinrelison, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Robert Kirk of 
Alpha, Ill, crewmates of Benko, 
each shot down two, making the 
Goon’s score 11 for the mission and 
22 in all. 

During combat, a slug from a 
Zero’s guns ripped through Benko’s 
turret and nicked him slightly on 
the left wrist and neck,

Hundreds Present Petition 
to Wallace for Creation 
of Agency to Provide 
Aid for Oppressed. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP).— 
Several] hundred Jewish rabbis 
marched to the Capitol steps yes- 
terday to deliver a petition to 
Vice-President Wallace urging 
creation of a special intergovern- 
mental agency “to save the rem- 
nants of Israel in Europe, with 
powers and means to act at once 
on a large scale.”

Baby of the Family 


HE youngest child, being the baby of the family, deserves 
T special treatment such as the older children have not 

received. Parents ghould, and almost always do, take into 
account that the child must be shielded from the brutality of 


its mope mature brothers and sisters. 
‘the first place, parents ought to insist that when older 


I, 
—8* and sisters go out they take the youngest child with 
them. hey should not countenance this small pleasure being 


described contemptuously as “tagging along.” And if a young 
man calls, surely it is as little as an older sister can do to allow 
the child to sit quietly in the living room during the call. No 
doubt the young man has remarked on how fond he is of the 
child and proved it by giving the child a nickel to run out and 


buy candy. 
— 


ON NO ACCOUNT is a youngest child to be spanked, 
doused with water, or to have its ears boxed or its mouth 
washed out with soap, even though parents may have employed 
these primitive forms of punishment upon ,the older children. 
The youngest child is high strung and sensitive and would be 
emotionally upset by such methods. Furthermore, if a young- 
est child offends, it is because it “knows no better” or “means 
no harm.” It is quite sufficient for the parents to say they 
“wouldn't do that” if they were the child. 

It would be the height of cruelty to insist that the youngest 
child go to bed at an early hour while fts older brothers and 
sisters are enjoying themselves. Nor would it be just to deny 
the child food served to the older children, no matter how ind? 
gestible it may be. 

x * * : 

IF THE YOUNGEST child should drop off to sleep through 
sheer exhaustion, it can be carried upstairs and undressed 


without being awakened. Should the child have a stomach ; 


upset from the food eaten, it can be given medicine. But, 
of course, the medicine must not be ill-tasting. A few sugar 
pills every couple of hours is all a youngest child requires. 
Forcing unpalatable medicine on youngest children has been 
known to bring on several degrees of fever. The same danger- 
ous condition may be caused if the child is crossed. It is much 
safer to avoid this by letting the child have its way. 
ee aes 3 
UNFORTUNATELY, the younger child is like the older 
children in that it loses first set of teeth, But it should 
not have these removed by the inhuman method of pulling. If 


given time enough to loosen, the teeth will work their way out 


of themselves... . 

One reason the youngest child is thus favored is because its 
parents have a haunting suspicion it is too good to live and its 
days on this earth are numbered.

T TAKES considerable self-re- 
straint to pass a good hand but, 
under many different circum- 
stances, any other course is highly 


illogical. Consider this typical case:

doubling, but West realized that 
in view of the strength shown by 
East and South, and in further 
consideration of his own two aces, 
it was scarcely poasible that North 
would be able to make another 
bid. West certainly did not want 
to see the opponents play a two 
no trump contract undoubled, and 
therefore, rather than “miss his 
market,” he cracked down on the 
less- e contract. His de 
cision was wel] taken. On a dia- 
mond lead, the contract was de- 
feated no fewer than four tricks, 
for a 700-point penalty. Declarer 
could have saved one of these 
tricks by better play, but the dou- 
ble still would have paid good 
dividends. 

It was, of course, South's double 
of one e that started the ball 
rolling the wrong way for his side. 
I t that he had a fair hand, 
but the point is that a large part 
of his strength was concentrated 
in the opponents’ spade suit, and 
that he had little support for the 
other major, hearts. Thus, South 
had no reason to hope that he him- 
self could make a game. What- 
ever prospects existed along that 
line seemed, from South’s position, 
to be in no trump and, since 
South could not expect to take 
mhore than five or six tricks, maxi- 
mum, in his own hand, he would 
have to find extraordinary sup-' 
port opposite him. If North had

Operatic Triumph for Helen Traubel fects of 


'Magnifico’ Is Verdict When Argentine Music Lovers Hear St. Louis Singer 


By Arthur W. Hepner 


ORD trickled through the 
W wings and darkened audito- 

rium of the Teatro Colon, 
Buenos Aires’ renowned opera 
house, that the Norté Americano 
Wagnerian singer had arrived for 
her first rehearsal. nters, 
stage hands, electricians, char- 
women, forming a musical cognos- 
centi of their own, stopped what- 
ever they were doing to sit in 
judgment on the unknown new- 
comer. Scarcely had they heard 
than the drones 
of approval filled the vast, empty 
theater, “Que canto! Magnifico! 
Chico, que canto!” Or, as we say 
in English, “What a voice! Mag- 
nificent! Boy, what a_ voice!” 
Then they relaxed and returned to 
work, : 

Helen Traubel, the St. Louis 
born and taught, and American- 
trained singer had made her mark, 
Regardless 6f what Argentine crit- 
ics might write after the Buenos 
Aires debut, the anonymous board 
of judges had pronounced its ver- 
dict. Helen Traubel was an artist 
who demanded the whole-hearted 
attention of the Argentine nation. 

Conquest of the Latin American 
musical world was a pleasant ex- 
perience for Mme. Traubel to re- 
late during a few days’ visit to her 
native city. She told of how warm- 
ly she was received in July and 
August in the great Teatro Colon, 
one of the world’s princes among 
opera houses. Critical, intelligent 


audiences and an enthusiastic — 


press reinforced the impression of 
those men and women, without 
whom opera is impossible, at the 
first rehearsal. 


» Constantly, she said, the young 


people pursued her for autographs 
and photos. They would line the 
street, near the stage door, after 
each of her performances as Isolde 
or as Brunnhilde in “Die Goetter- 
daemmerung”’ to cheer and shout 
as the singer emerged from the 
opera house. Everywhere in Latin 
America, she discovered, the peo- 


ple are aware of anything from 


North America that is culturally 
important. 


x * * 

“Those of us who go to Latin 
America,” Mme. Traubel observed, 
“must remember that we are not 
Americans, but North Americans, 
The people of Central and South 
America are Americans, too, and 
they are inclined to resent our im- 
plied representation of ourselves 
as the only Americans.” 

Her first association with this 
problem came when applying for 
a transit visa at the Chilean con- 
sulate in New York. Asked her 
nationality, Mme. Traubel replied, 
“I'm an American.” . The Chilean, 
manifestly annoyed, contended 
that he, too, was an American—a 
Chilean American. 

But the North American singer 
resentment 
which otherwise might have de- 
veloped. Argentines opened their 
arms to her. Traubel overnight 
became virtually a nousehold word. 


The day following her first per- 
formance in the Teatro Colon, one 
of the leading newspapers said that 
not since Toscanini conducted 
Tristan in 1901 had the city had 
such a musical experience. Its 
rival called her one of the great- 
est artists who had ever appeared 
in the Teatro Colon. 


Apnearths at the Teatro Colon 
Was a musical experience compar- 
able to singing at the Metropoli- 
tan, Mme. Traubel said, with gen- 
uine enthusiasm lighting up the 
wonderful coloring of her face and 
eyes. She probably has the unique 
distinction of being the only world 
famous Wagnerian singer to con- 
fine her appearance to the western 
hemisphere. Apart from appear- 
ances in Canada and Cuba, Mme. 
Traubel had never previously been 
outside of the United States. 
Fifteen years ago, some people 
gay, she was ready for the austere 
operatic stages, but Mme. Traubel 
preferred years of relentless, hard 
work before attempting a major, 
worldwide singing career. “If 
you're a cobbler,” said Mme. Trau- 
bel, “you’re supposed to mend 
shoes well. If you're a singer, 


you're supposed to sing well.” 


When friends here asked, 10 


“voiced great disapproval of the 
present regime.” 

Only the much-abused word “pri- 
orities” prevented Mme. Traubel 
from arriving in Buenos Aires in 
time to witness the overthrow of 
the Castillo government. Twenty- 
two times she was obliged to yield 
her plane reservation to someone 
on a more important mission. She 
and her husband, William Bass, 
who is also her business manager, 
had to stop over in Mexico City for 
five days, in Panama for 12 and 
in Lima, Peru, for another five 
days before finally reaching their 
Latin American destination. 

That Buenos Aires would dem- 
onstrate wildly might have been 
predicted from the success Mme. 
Traubel has had since 1939 in this 
country. Argentines are similar 
to North Americans in their reac- 
tions to supreme art. Her per- 
formances drew the largest box- 
offices of the season and at the 
end of her last appearance, the 
long ovation was said almost to 
be unprecedented.

The Movies 
On the Eyes 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ARENTS and teachers who 
P deplore the effect of the 

movies on the eyes of young 
children, should save their breath. 
If the children knew enough, they 
could turn on the teachers and 
show that it has been proved the 
movies put less strain on the eyes 
than reading. In fact, if the 
movies ever try to develop their 
possibilities in the field of educa- 
tion, they might also make read- 
ing a lost art. It would certainly 
be an almost painless method of 
education.

1. THE CINEMA as such has 
no deleterious influence on the 
sight of healthy persons from the 
standpoint of either eyes oF 
nerves.
